A few years ago, 
while the horM epidemic waa ra^n<( in 
this eltyt a large number of oxen were 
brought here from Miohigan to perform 
the labor oi horses. The streets on 



alTy eniTeiivorecTto siIT>NtTf ale the Use ot 
machinery for the labor of men, and 
have alto tried to cultivate all the land 
possible. As the time for seedlnff and 
harresting is short in most of the North- 
ern States, the animals were employed 
that could travel the fastest. The intro- 
duction of the co-operative or oommer* 
cial system In dairying; has also favored 
the substitntion of horses for oxen for 
doing farm work. Farmers who pro- 
duced milk wished to take it to the fac- 
tory as quickly as possible. The im- 
proved condition of the roads in most 
parts of the country has also favored 
the substitatkm of horses for oxen. As 
IfijETR are drawn further than formerly, 
aiid the roads are better, horses are often 
employed in pineries. Fashion has also 
haa much to do in disposinji: of oxen. 
One farmer did not wish to use oxen 
while his Migfabori employed horses. 
He feared that he would be regarded as 
old-fashioned and behind the times. 
Besides many farmers wished to com- 
bine ])!e:isure with labor. Th^ WCTC 
anxious to trot to town in good stvle on 
Sundays and other days when work was 
not driving on the farm. The horse 
was wanted for the road, and for that 
reason was preferred for the field. As a 
mle horses that were good roadsters 
were preferred by farmer*:. Good action 
under the saddle was preferred to good 
work before the plow. 

It is evid*^nt that ttie ** patient ox" is 
an unappreciated aaimul in most parts 
of the country. He has not a fair 
chance to Qhow hisciq;>abilities. lie i.s 
not allowed to compete wiUithe horse in 
dof ng those kinds w Wbrk of which both 
are capable of performing. Oxen are 
much cheaper to keep than horses. 
Thety require less protection and less 
expensive food. Harne.<>.4 for horses is 
expensive and short-Lived, but a yoke 
costs very little and will la-^t a life-time. 
In most parte of the country oxen are 
not re quired to be shod, but the shoeing 
of horses is a matter reouiring large ex- 
pense. Oxen are liable to fewer diseases 
aud u^'cidents than horses and will stand 
exp*jsure much better. An old horse is 
of little vidne, and the time comes when 
it is not worth anything. Such, how- 
ever, U not the case with the ox. lie 
ciio be turned tntb' a good pa-^ture after 
pl>vvlnsy is done lo the sprir^, and be* 
f ^re the anpr-^a^'h of cold weather will 
be in good condition for the market. It 
is ecnerUly afllrmed tb.it horses will do 
maeb m >re plowing than oxen and that 
they tripel much faster in the tield. If 
ox^^n are «9ele(»ted for speed, however, 
and are of tb^* uprightly breeds, as the 
Devons, they will 'travel nearly if not 
quite a- fa^t b^fMre the cart or plow as 
l^ut T!iij'>riry of farm horses. If they are 
led as wtill Ihe dktterenod in speed will 
be very sllirht. It is aim held to be true 
that a 1 extr i driver is al*.vays roqtiirod 
for oxen, while the plowman' can drive 
his own team. Such i^ not the fact, 
ae *^xperlen(*;id plowmen of the ohi school 
very w^ll know, it as much time is 
spent with nteers as with oolts, the for- 
mer will plow as straight a farrow as 
the latter withoiit the aid of an extra 
driver. Not many yearn ago oxen could 
he f wnd on many farms in New Eng- 
land that would without a driver 
and obey the word of cojumaud.— CVii- 
oago TimoB.

Minnesota has nearly as large 
a number, though it has decreased dur- 
ing the past ten years 16 per cent , while 
the population has nearly doubled. In 
the States idiere the land is chiedy 
prairie oxen are used to break the virgin 
sod, but not employed afterward. They 
are converted into beef or are taken 
further north i^r west.

Gariftaldl Pead> 

With the death of Guiseppe fT:inba]dl 
disappears a heroic figure whioh has 
long filled a plade of nnohallenf^^e<l pre- 

eminence in the atVrctions of his eoun^ 
trymen. He deserved their love and 
admimtion, lot he was not only a high- 
minded and pin<:^lp. hearted patriot, but 
a successful liberator, and what Mazzini 

{tlanned he, more than any oii^er son of 
taly, carried into triumphant execution 
To tind a parallel to the mttuence ex- 
ercised by Garibaldi's personality in the 
shaping of events we must look not to 
Kossutlior Bolivar or any leading spirit 
of the French revolution, for the move- 
ments with which those men were asso- 
piated had acquired an impetus to which 
the contributions of individuals seemed 
relatively insigniiloant But Garibaldi 
may be said to have revived tin* tradi- 
tions of Italian valor, and in the victory 
he won over great odds in 1849 under 
the walls of Homo Iu* taujxht his eoun- 
trvmen a lesson of seh-respect and 
•eif-confidence which . was never after- 
ward forgotten. When Garibaldi, with 
a vastly inferior force, routed a 
French army, he wiped out the 
contumely of four centaries, reversed 
the triumphs of Charles VIII., and con- 
vinced the world that Italy was at last 
worthy to be free. Nor is it doubtful 
to those who appreciate the diftieulties 
of Cawour's position in lyOO that Italy 
owes her unity to the famous expedition 
of the One Thousand agidn^t Sicily, a 
feat of arms whose equalmust be sought 
in the exploits of the Vikings or of the 
Norman adventurers who eonrjuerod 
the same island eight centuries before. 
There are few finer things in history 
than Garibaldi's willing resio^nation of 
a dictatorship ^ hich he had won by his 
sword, in order that the historic king- 
dom of the Two Sicilies, afUT an atje 
long severance, might be merged iu a 
united Italy* And even his two unsuc- 
cessful attempts to recover Rome in 
1862 and 1867 served to fortify his 
oountrymen in the resolve not to rest 
until the Holy Qty had beoome tho 
Italian capital. 

Garibaldi was something more and 
larger than a patriot His sympathies 
were not bounded by a sint^le race or 
oonntry. He wajj animated by a noble 
passion Of emancipation, and proclaimed 
nimself a citizen and soldier of every 
laud struggling lo be tree. Bt^iore he 
was forty vears of ajre he had twice 
nearly lost liis life ti;:htui2: for tho inde- 
pendence of Uruguay, and at the age 
of sixty-three he ottered his sword to 
France in the hoiir of b.er t|c:uli j^rap- 
^e with (ierman}^. iu Hungary, iu 
roland, in Serbia, in Spain, in every 
part of Euroj>c v\ here men have striven 
to throw ott the galling yoke of despot- 
ism, Garibaldi's example was a beacon, 
and his name was the watchword of 
revolution. Ot all contemporary great 
men who have been associated with the 
uprising for frt^edom, not one has had a 
stronger hf»ld on the public heart, and 
not one has rendered more brilliant and 
snbstantial services to the progi-csa d 
hnmanity.—^l K Sun, 

What a Pint of Mannrf Did. 

A Wisconsin fanner sends this expe- 
rience to the American Agriculture: 
•* Last ye ir, in h:iulino: yard mrinurc 
across a lield afterwards j)lanted to 
com, some of it scattered oirin driblets 
— from a handful to a pint or so in a 
place. When planting the corn 1 found 
portions of these dn)ppings. and where 
noticed drew tliem itiio tlie hill^, jmd 
with the hoe mixe 1 them a little with 
the soil as the seed was dropped. In 
three instances, where a large liaudful 
or about a pint of tlie maniue was thus 
put in, a stick was driven dowa t(» nuirk 
the lulls. When hoeing, we uoiiccd 
that in these hills tin* corn plants had 
Started oil more vi*rop»usly, were 
greener, and at the third hoeini^ they 
Were six to twelve inehe> hi^Micr than 
the other hills adjoiniut;. Our curiosity 
being awakened we followed up the oh- 
servations, and wIumi <.!-al lierin;r the 
crop each of the three stalks in the thret 
hills had two large plump ears, while 
the surrounding corn diti not average 
oue good ear to the stalk. This set m 
to thinking and Hsrilring. That bit o* 
maniuv had given the yoim;: <'orn root.' 
a vigorous start, just as good feed starU 
off a young calf, or pi*^, or Iamb 
and the roots penetrated f»n*ther in 
every direction aud giUher more food 
and moisture. These stalks being bettet 
nourislied from billow, ran far awa> 
from tlie poorly fetl neighbors. As tc 
the liji^ures, the rows were tliree and t 
half feet apart, and tlie hills three fee' 
distant in tho rows, say 4,000 hills on ar 
acre, and 4,000 pints of manure is abuu» 
nixty^twoandahalt bushels or two large 
wajfon Io;i(is. Anylxjdy can reckon th< 
dilleronce between six large, well-fiUei^ 
enrsofoorn on each liill, and less thar 
tlu-ee p<M' hill, and the cost of tlu 
muuure as compared with the tola 
vaJue of the final crop. The plowing, 
and the seed, and the ho<Mnff, amouni 
to the same in each case. All I have U 
s|ky is* that every corn-hill planted oc 
my farm this year will hav% at least t 
oint of manure in it." • * a •

If the creditor is to be excluded from 
the consideration or even conferen<^e.s, fln*l 
the debtor himself assume* tlje riyht to tix 
the limit <jf his liability, then the princi- 
ple of repudiation is establishe*! an 1 s'llj- 
sequent details are left to the whim and 
'caprice of the debtor. I would have ad- 
vised, and in 1881 I did advise, so f ar as it 
was my business, that tlie Kepublicans 
should adhere to their own standard, and 
not become complicated witli any theories 
of repudiation. In that way koo*! men of 
all tvarties wuulrl have been'drawti tt. us.''

ati^n." 

*'Wt;i, floyou think Vir>jitda should be 
expected to pay the debt in full, principal 
and interest? ' 

" No," said Mr. Blaine. " I d.i not, and 
her creditora»do not expect it. The credi- 
tors are willing: to make a y-nerwus a-l- 
justment, but tliey d(» not want the adjust- 
ment to he all op one side and have an al- 
lowance thru',vn t" them as a botie wouLl 
he thrown to a starving do;;. That isabout 
what Mahone proposes, as I understand 
it." 

"Weil, why do you think Virginia should 
not Ije expected to pay the whole debt as 
Otlu^r States have done?'* 

"Principally because she was torn and 
dismembered by the war," responded Mr. 
Blaine. *^ind her ability to pay was verv 
greatly impaired. No other State ot the 
Conie<leracy suffered as Virginia did. No 
other State was nuitilated as she was. West 
Virginia, that was torn from her in the 
violence of the war as a war measure, is 
an emi>ire of wealth lost forever to the old 
State. No e<iual a"ea in this country is so 
r'ch in natai..! resonrcesas West Virginia, 
'i he peo]»le de-iirethe new State and should 
have I!, t)ut the loss to the old State is verv 
great." 

'*Wiiat do v<»u think will be the end of 
i^ all?" intjuired the reporter. 

"I ilo not know," said Mr. Blaine, "but 
I should he i:lad t'» >ee tlie '4enoral irovern- 
m*.*nt a:d Vin^'inia in some practicalde way 
in settlin;.' lier del>t. When we were at 
war with Mexico and disiiuMnlxMt'd lier 
territory wc made her an allowance of many 
millions of dollars, and I think we could 
aHord to be eijnallv ju-t and Lrenerons to 
oueof our ownState>th.it we dismembered 
for oui* own advanta*re.'* 

"Do you think West \*'irginia ought to 
I>ay a «hare of the debt?" 

"Under all the circumstances I do not. 
Nor do I believe that there is a State in 
the Cnion, situated as West Virjfinia is, 
that w*ouM assumeany portion of the Vir- 

Sinia delft. You must remember that we 
id not erect the Stale of West Virginia to 
oblige its inhabirants. We did it as a 
war measure for the l>enetlt of the whole 
Union, and the stale of Virginia bore tbe 
costly sacrifice alone. It is not, in my 
iudirment, fair or right that Virginia should 
be made tbe victim for tbe sins of the dead 
Cottfaderacy.'*

An^toer iieiu'hhor and Irieu I of the Mel* 
vdle family, to whose house Engineer Mel- 
ville went on Sunday morninz, says that 
siie never saw s'U'h a pi'*Tui>* ijrief in 
ner l;f*t. For a few momeiits he gave wav 
tu his feelings in fl tlotxi ohrears, with his 
heao huwvil i)t-tvveeii liis hands. He had 
liet'U Without all ui^ht in anxious consul- 
taiiun with Drs. L>ngstreth, of Sharon 
Hill, an ] FVtrtleson, of Clifton, and friends 
front Darhy. 

Later in the d:iy the two doctors visited 
Mrs. Melville, and after a con-ultati'Hi 
nigned a certitiicate Chat her mind had 
i)een deranged by chronic alcoholism, and 
delivered it to her husl>ahd. 

As to the s.imty or insanity of Mrs. Mel- 
vilir* when not 'hnder the' i.ifluence of 
liquor, eatdi dn^ ror tleclined to exprei*s an 
opinion. Soe lias been considered unhal- 
anced in mind for a long time. Her 
iiinrher died insane, and her aunt died in 
*in insane asylum some years ago- Mr. 
Melville was compelled to publish a warn- 
ing to the public n^t to tru^t his wife on 
his account. Sue is an excellent shot with 
a pistol or ritle. and on the occasion of her 
reretir vi-iit t'"» WashinL'ton to interview 
Secretary Chandler about lier allotmeui 
she threatened to aboot that ofKcial.

one learns at tohool, but that U alto- 
gether too narrow. Ednoation means 
growth, culture, development, as well 
liA the acquisition of knowledge, and 
' knowledg'e affain is not monopolized by 
the schools ; Indeed, one who knows only 
what he learns wt school is much more 
justly entitlea to the epithet of iguorttm^ 
Qi tfeiin ]|0'who, having no opportunity 
to attend school, has been a diligent 
gtildeat of nature and of men. Tnere 
were wise men before letters were in- 
vented, or schools ef>tabli-;hed. Schools, 
good schools, are excellent auxiliaries 
Itf^ eddbation, bat they are nothing 
more. It is ailniitted by all that no 
amount of bwkjearaingL will suffice to 
fit a young man for the andes of a phy- 
sician, a lawyer, or a clerc:yman, and 
the idea that it would Cl mm for the 
profession of agriculture is absurd. Tet 
each profession has its literature, which 
can be reached only through the portal 
of the school or the aid of private in- 
etructors, and the literature of each pro- 
fession is of prime importance to those 
who would pursue successfully a profes- 
sion. 

The literature of a profession, farm- 
ing, for example, conserves the wisdom 

the paet and records the experiments 
of the present. Bat the wisdoTjo of the 
past preserved in books is like wheat 
Miore it IS winnowed, mixed with the 
ohalf of ignorance and the cheat of pre- 
judice. So, also, is much of the scien- 
tific knowledge the present. They 
are both nxiSeading and injurious to 
him who acoeptathem without question. 
But they are great helps to him whose 
mind has been trained to criticise all 
thinn, and who accepts only that which 
■tanas this crucial test. 

Collef^es confer degreea, yet tbeee are 
oftBn misleading; the v^ung man with 
A. M. or M. D. after his name is not 
neoesearily armaeter el arte or of medi- 
cine. He is only prepared to ent^r up- 
on a career of practical experiment. 
Which, if he poieM the talefit, tht In- 
dustry, and tne perseverance necessary 
to the completion of his education, may 
oltimatelv make him worthy of the title 
conf errea upon him premetonly 1^ the 
tohooL 

No amount of theoretical training will 
fNTa man for the successful pursuit of 
agriculture ; yet, without theoretical 
training, a man rarely rises to the digni- 
ty of an intelligent farmer. ^ 

Farming is a profession In the same 
. Mnae that the prao'aoe of law or of med* 
Teiike is a profession ; henoe the youth 
who is destined to become a farmer 
/•tapold be educated with reference to 
^ehflft^MlMon. TIHrpnUle ibboioli of 
this country furnish the facilities for aJl 
Jhe literary training abeolutely needed, 
and, in the larger dties, the ecientiSc 
branches are Uui:j:ht as well as they are 
in our colleges, and these are important. 
While it were a waste of time to study 
the dead l4nfi:uagas, the prospective 
farmer should booome familiar with the 
elements of natural history, botany, 
cbeiuistiy, geology, and natural philo.s- 
ophy. These branche-? of science have 
a direct relatioosliip to his future busi- 
aaii, and the young farmer who enters 
the profession versed in them will find 
that he is not only prepared for a larfter 
measure of snoeeAs, but that hie mind Is 
fitted for communion withnature^whose 
secrets, liid from other.s are constantly 
revealed to him, aff irdingan tnexhaosl- 
ible souroe of pleai^uro as well as profit. 
To him every expaadius; leaf or opening 
flower has a beaotlfnl s^ifloanoe, and 
every phenomenon involve*! in tlxe 
growth of plants has for him a meattinir 
unknown to the ignorant i)lodder. Au 
nature to him U one ^rand illustrated 
encyclopedia fille*! with lessons of wis- 
dom, from the pen and pencil of the 
originalinthor and artiat of the nni- 
verse.
